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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Evans 
'242 as set forth in the previous Office action. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Limberger '448. 

In reference to applicant's arguments is the following: In applicant's arguments 
there is a discussion of the use and size of the Evans device. It appears that the 
applicant's position is that the Evans device is structure that is employed to impede the 
accumulation of grass and is not "sized and structured" to cut grass or brush. The 
Examiner disagrees. Firstly, under 35 USC 102 there is only the requirement that the 
structure be capable of performing as the claimed device. Upon viewing figures 1 and 
2, it is clearly seen that the size and mass of chains 12 is at least as much, if not greater 
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than, that or blade 7. This would inherently allow for chains 12 to perform a cutting 
function. Further, the applicant argues that the Evans device has no "anchor plate 
having an overall planar shape". Again, the Examiner disagrees. The plate 14 of Evans 
is clearly "planar" (as seen in figure 2). Further, the hole 20 in this planar plate is 
capable of allowing a bolt to pass through it. 

Applicant's arguments filed November 15, 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive.
